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Vote, but first learn, 
think about decision 

N ow is the time to start thinking about 
how you will vote in the upcoming pro¬ 
vincial election, if you haven’t turned your mind 
to your choice already. 

Voting is a right and how you choose to 
exercise it is really up to you. If you don't want 
to vote, you don’t have to. If you decide based 
on tea leaves, a gut feeling or the perceived 
personality of candidates or leaders, that’s your 
business. But you do yourself and your fellow 
citizens a disservice if you stay home, or if you 
cast your vote frivolously. 

If you’re fed up with the whole thing, it’s argu¬ 
ably better to register your feeling with a spoiled 
ballot than to be silent — which, as the saying 
goes, implies consent. 

While one ballot among millions is unlikely 
to be the deciding factor, especially in our first- 
past-the-post system in which votes cast for a 
riding’s unsuccessful candidate make no real 
difference in the composition of the legislature, 
it is still important that the collective will be 
measured. There are organizations of all politi¬ 
cal stripes trying to set die agenda, and if regular 
people don’t take part, those organizations 
wield more power than they should. 

There are plenty of people out there who urge 
people to vote. But casting a ballot should really 
be the final step in a process. 

To be a truly responsible citizen, you need 
to make an informed choice based on reason. 
Listen to what the candidates have to say, assess 
whether their positions are plausible, consider 
if they reflect what you believe and value. Weigh 
their records. Decide if they will be willing or 
able to follow through with their promises. 

The same goes for political parties — what 
they say might sound good, but does it stand 
up to scrutiny from yourself and from others? 
Are they trying to manipulate you through fear, 
favour or plain old propaganda? 

Now more than ever vast amounts of informa¬ 
tion is at the electorate’s fingertips. But the qual¬ 
ity of much of that information is questionable 
to say the least. Avoid cynicism, but read and 
listen critically, with an open mind. Give those 
outside the traditional PC-Liberal-NDP triangle 
a hearing — while it's unlikely they will be in 
power, to dismiss them out of hand stifles new 
and at times bold ideas worthy of consideration. 

They say we get the government we deserve. 
Let’s deserve a good one.

Italian tug caught fire in Atlantic 


he 45.65-metre long Italian tug 
Vortice caught fire in the Atlantic and 
had to be abandoned by the crew near the 
Canary Islands 21-years ago today. The 
vessel was gutted in the blaze of June 12, 
1993, and towed to Las Palmas. The ship 
was sold to McKeil Marine in 1996 and 
the msted hulk was brought to Canada for 
repair and reconstruction. It was resold, 
partially repaired, to American interests in 
1998 and left for Norfolk, Va., to complete 
the task. Renamed Norfolk, the vessel 
assisted in local dredging projects until 
resold for an unlikely return to the Great 
Lakes in 2005. Again rebuilt, this time at 
Sturgeon Bay, WI, the ship resumed service 
as Samuel de Champlain and now sees 
regular service pushing the cement barge 
Innovation. 



Thinking about the consequences

friend was sharing how he had 
taken his truck in for a routine oil 
change and maintenance check. 

When he came home and checked the 
bill, he noticed that they had used 5W30 
oil instead of the synthetic that had been 
the norm until now. 

He promptly called the dealership. 

The woman who answered the phone 
heard him out and made a comment 
about how 5W30 would not hurt his 
engine. He was not amused. He asked 
her to pull up his vehicle’s service his¬ 
tory on the computer. She had to admit 
that they had goofed up. 

When he asked what they were going 
to do about it, she put him on hold, 
talked to someone (presumably the 
service manager) for a minute and she 
told him that if he could bring his truck 
in, they would replace the oil only, not 
the filter, mind you. Also, they would not 
charge him labour, but he would have to 
pay for the oil. 

Now you know why my friend is not 
taking his truck back to them ever again. 

Frankly, I was flabbergasted when I 
heard this and began to ask myself why 
the service manager would not have 
simply offered to replace the 5W30 with 
synthetic oil along with the filter, no 
charge. It would’ve been only fair, since 


it was their fault. 

Plus it would have generated a tre¬ 
mendous amount of goodwill in my 
friend who, rather than tell me about 
how poorly they treated him, could’ve 
bragged on how quickly they apologized 
and made up for their mistake plus 
offered him 50% on his next oil change 
(hint, hint!). This would’ve locked him 
in for life as a customer. With the cost 
of maintenance and repairs these days, 
they would’ve gained hundreds, if not 
thousands of dollars in business over 
the lifetime of the truck. Their short¬ 
term thinking robbed them of long-term 

It reminded me of the time that Esau 
traded his birthright to his younger 
brother Jacob for a bowl of lentil soup 
(Genesis 25:29-34). Was his hunger so 
great that he had to forfeit something 
invaluable for a cheap bowl of soup? 

How could he have avoided this griev¬ 
ous error in judgment? How could the 
dealership have done things differently? 
How could you, beloved reader, stay 
away from such mistakes? 

The solution is amazingly simple, 
although it is not always easy to do in 
the heat of the moment. Here it is. 

Take time to think about the conse¬ 
quences of your choice. Better still, write 
down the next few things that are likely 
to follow as a result of your decision. 

Had the service manager done this, 


his flow chart would look something like 
this: 

Customer asked to pay for our mis¬ 
take; Gets ticked off; Takes his busi¬ 
ness elsewhere; We potentially lose 
thousands of dollars over the next five 
to seven years; Could generate negative 
publicity or dishonourable mention in a 
column. 

Would he still go through with his 
decision to charge for the synthetic oil? 
Not likely, eh? 

In Esau’s scenario, it would be some¬ 
thing like: 

I trade my birthright; Lose it forever; 
My future would be affected adversely; 
That is too high a price to pay for a lousy 
bowl of lentil soup; I can put up with a 
growling stomach till I get someone to 
cook me a meal. 

Disaster averted. Destiny accelerated. 

Now it’s your turn. Before you make a 
choice in a hurry — because you want 
to make a short-term profit or you want 
to satisfy your appetite or because your 
hormones are going haywire or (please 
fill in the blanks), would you take some 
time to think about the consequences? 

You’ll be glad you did.

Cocktails for Kitties aimed at feline overpopulation initiatives

If the numbers are any indication, 
Port Colborne Feline Initiative seems 
well on its way to addressing the cat 
overpopulation problem in the lake¬ 
side city. 



The grassroots organiza¬ 
tion marks its fourth anniver¬ 
sary this month and is inching 

stone, with 965 felines enrolled 
in its three programs to date. 

Operation CatSnips assists 
with TNVR (trap, neuter, vac¬ 
cinate, return) of feral cats, 
SNAP (spay/neuter assistance 
program) assists low-income 
pet owners with getting their 
cats spayed or neutered, and 
KitKat sees feral kittens fos¬ 
tered, socialized and ulti¬ 
mately adopted. 

“We’ve absolutely noticed a 


difference in Port Colborne," 
PCFI founder Kristi Mallinson 
Vogel said while thinking back 
on the past four years. 

“The programs are clearly 
working.” 

Complaint calls about cats 
roaming neighbourhoods have 
lessened at city hall and there’s 
less buzz in the community 
about cats being an issue, Mal¬ 
linson Vogel said. 

"We’ve definitely seen a 
decrease this year at our 
Port Colborne shelter in the 
number of cats that are com¬ 
ing in,” said Tammy Gaboury, 


animal care manager with 
Welland and District Humane 
Society. 

improvement in the volume of 
stray cats,” she said, crediting 
PCFI for its work. 

While progress has been 
made, the group’s work is far

PCFI volunteers recently began a 
new initiative, creating “KitKat cud¬ 
dle mats” for cats at the humane soci¬ 
ety. The knit and crocheted mats are 
meant to reduce the stress of the cats 
while they’re awaiting adoption.

Retired French couple Jacques and Mau- 
ricette Marie took it upon themselves to be 
caretakers of Mahagan’s grave, which is 
framed by a decorative concrete curb. They 
wash his headstone and keep it maintained 
with fresh flowers. A small rose bush is also 
planted there. 

In an e-mail, they wrote in French 
that they have been tending to the grave 
and its neighbouring one for the past 
10 years. Translated to English, Jacques 

“They were poorly maintained and we 
felt ashamed. 

“Bom in 1942 we are a generation who 
cannot forget these events and it is just sim¬ 
ply out of respect and recognition. It seems 
a minimum. 

“We are a retired couple who live 30 
metres from the cemetery Noyers-Bocage. 


I personally am also a veteran of the war in 
Algeria and maybe this explains our behav- 

Just this past week, and following 
exchanges with the Parises, the Maries 
placed a large black-and-white photo of 
Mahagan in front of his headstone, framed 
with a powder blue border 

Little is known today of Wilfred Joseph 
Mahagan, but it is clear the Canadian, the 
Port Colbome youth, will not be forgotten 
for his role in liberating Europe. 

In 2011, Dennis had a memorial pub¬ 
lished in The Welland Tribune for a special 
Remembrance Day section. It read: 

“Through familyphotos, military records 
and one special letter, I feel I have known 
this brave young man.”

Which may be the problem for some 
people. Comic Cons are not a casual 
attraction — they require work and plan¬ 
ning and patience. This isn’t a Clifton 
Hill wax museum. This is a massive pop 
culture smorgasbord you will spend a lot 
of time and money at They don’t come 
around often. That’s what makes them 
special. 

In just four years, the Niagara Falls 
Comic Con has become one of the big¬ 
gest events in the city. The three square 
kilometres around the Scodabank 
Convention Centre were buzzing all 
weekend. Crowds at every comer wait¬ 
ing to cross. Traffic much heavier than 
normal. Packed parking lots, busy res¬ 
taurants, congested sidewalks. This is 
what a Comic Con brings to the city. San 
Diego’s annual Comic Con dominates 
the downtown for a solid week Fan Expo 
in Toronto is likewise a huge attraction. 

Niagara Falls Comic Con is not at 
that level, but it’s bigger than anyone 
expected after four years. This year’s 
show snagged William Shatner, who 
doesn’t do just any convention. 

And if organizer Chris Dabrowski gets 
who he wants for next year, expect even 
bigger lineups. The show has amazingly 
outgrown the Scodabank Convention 
Centre already—it can't grow any bigger 
without finding another venue. 

Here’s the other thing about the 
Comic Con: Organizers don’t set the 
price for autographs, the celebrities 
do. Organizers don’t set the price for 


parking, the convention centre does. 
Organizers weren’t responsible for the 
lines to get in Saturday morning, security 
was. These hiccups are part of every 
Comic Con. If you want chaos, try getting 
into a hall at the San Diego Con when 
there’s a major celebrity speaking. And 
as packed as Saturday was at the Falls, 
it was still nothing compared to the 
sardine-like misery of Fan Expo, when 
you could literally spend minutes not 
moving. 

Surviving a Comic Con is part of the 
fun. The meal afterwards. The stuffyou 
scored. The photos you took Even die 
annoying stuff becomes another story to 
tell after. 

On Sunday, I went to take a photo of 
Chandler Riggs, who plays Carl on The 
Walking Dead. He was here two years 
ago and couldn't be more pleasant and 
accessible. This time? After two years of 
The Walking Dead becoming the biggest 
thing on TV; he suddenly had muscle 
guarding the table preventing anyone 
from taking photos, including the media. 

“No pictures,” the dude barked. “He’s 
underage.” 

I almost doubled over. The kid who 
stars on the show where zombies are 
impaled, beheaded and disemboweled 
every week can’t have his photo taken... 
because he’s a kid? 

That’s rich. And that’s Comic Con. 

See you crazy people again next year.

Pelham council costs $124,400

Pelham taxpayers shelled out 
more than $124,000 for the serv¬ 
ices of their mayor and council¬ 
lors last year. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn was 
paid a salary of $31,155.66 plus 
a $2,400 car allowance and was 
reimbursed $1,962.66 for attend¬ 
ing the Association of Municipal¬ 
ities of Ontario conference at the 
Ottawa Convention Centre. 

Total cost for the mayor: 


$35,518.32. 

The figures were presented in 
a report to councillors Monday 
detailing remuneration for 2013. 

Councillors Gary Accursi and 
Catherine King (Ward 2), Richard 
Rybiak (Ward 1) and Peter Papp 
and John Durley (Ward 3) were 
each paid salaries of $14,288.73. 

For attending the AMO con¬ 
ference, Durley was reimbursed 
$2,018.48 and Papp $1,699.12. 

The conference costs include a 
$656.35 registration fee. Mileage, 
expenses and accommodations 


were also claimed by councillors 
attending the conference. 

Larry Clark, who resigned as 
councillor for Ward 1, was paid 
$12,510.49 in 2013 while his 
replacement, James Lane, was 
paid $1,231.93 to conclude the 

The total cost of council in 
2013 was $124,422.01, of which 
$116,341.75 was regular pay.

DRUGS AND ALC OHO L 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with 
opioids, benzodiazepines and barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism 
(breakdown to active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol intake 
can also cause problems with certain medications because of the effect it has on the liver 
and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams of 
acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage 
it can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl 
bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase your 
INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with 
alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low blood 
pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of 
severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit 
alcohol to an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption 
because of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have 
been known to aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely 
to happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new 
prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician 
or pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while 
taking your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you metabolize your 
medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.
